It has just discovered that 
the principle of universal suffrage has foes in 
the empire. The Coelnische Voikszeitung, the 
mouthpiece of the Rhenish Catholics, gives 
much space to the question. Ina lengthy 
and suggestive leader on threatened aboli- 
tion of the present mode of voting, the Volks- 
geitung remarks: 

It would mean nothing less than the enslaving of the 
working classes, neatiy disguised in the fashion of 
the nineteenth and twentieth centuries. The conr- 
sequence would be revolution—real living revolu- 
tion. Aninstitution like universal suffrage may be 
introduced, but once they have struck the roots in 
the land they cannot be established. Workiagmen 
can never be deprived of their right to vote. Only 
the most arrant fanatics imagine that such plans can 
be executed without the disturbance of the peace.

HE FEUDAL SYSTEM STRONGLY IMPLANTED

_ PrRacvueE, Sept. 30.—At the Bulgarian exhibi- 
tion in Phillipopolis a special division was re- 
rved for Bohemia and attracts general at- 
ntion both by its richness ana its splendid 
rangement, The Austro-Hungarian con- 
bu remonstrated against the inscription 
‘Kingdom of Bohemia’’ and declared that it 
should be removed. The Bohemian exhibit- 
ors, however, refused his demands and 
hoisted the Bohemian flag on the building. In 
hardly any country of the civilized world 
Goes aristocracy exert so marked an influ- 
ence on general politics as in Austria. The 
feudal system only in somewhat changed 
guise still dominates here, in ali its primeval 
vigor.

BEHRING SEA. 


THE BRITISH CRUISER’S MISSION ONE OF 
MERCY. 


Lonpox, Sept. 30.—The newspapers here | 


comment freely upon the attitude taken by 
the Ottawa authoritiesin the matter of the 
seizure of the Canadian sealers and their lo- 
quacity concerning it. The Morning Chronicle 
remarks: The Canadian Ministers find a 
great dealtosay to the Ottawa journalists 
regarding the dispatching to Behring Sea ofa 
cruiser. It will not be out of place to remind 
them that in dealing with such a pow- 
erful European power as Russia it is not by 
any means the part of the diplomatist to say 
all he thinks. The first duty of a British 
cruiser senttothe Behring Sea is to rescue 
the destitute sealers. Reprisal was not in- 
tended, and if it had beena solitary cruiser 
would not by any means have been chosen as 
the sole force sentto thesea by the British 
Government. Lord Roseberry is clearly con- 
tent to adopt the more reasonable course of 
awaiting explanations from St. Petersburg. 

The Canadian Government has ordered the 
release of the fishing schooner, Hattie Maud 
of Portiand, Me., which was seized at Grand 
Manan,a few weeks ago, it having been 
shown that since the offense the sc ner 
had changed hands and her present owners 
were in total ignorance of her being lable to 
seizure for having contravened the fishery 
laws of Canada. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


GERMANY ESTABLISHING UNIFORM EMIGRATION 
REGULATIONS. 


BERLIN, Sept. 30.—The Bundesrath has ap- 
proved a bill prepared forthe Reichstag es- 
tablishing uniform emigration regulations 
throughout the Empire. The bill establishes 
aspecital emigration department to be con- 
nected withthe foreign office and to give ad- 
vice and information to emigrants, who will 
be allowed to iteave the country only from 
German harbors. The employment of emi- 
gration agents is restricted to German ship- 
ping companies. The Cologne Chamber of 
Commerce has sent in a petition to amend 
the measure by granting concessions to for- 
eign shipping lines having agencies in Ger- 
many on the same conditions as are enforced 
in the case of German lines for the protection 
of emigrants. 

CLAIMS ON BRAZIL. 

RoME, Sept, 30.—A delegation of Italian cit- 
izens from Rio Janeiro having presented to 
the foreign office a protest against the treat- 
ment accorded them by the Brazilian police, 
the protest was signed by thousands. While 
directed especially against the police, the 
protest also recites that the courts and gov- 
ernment officials in Brazil persistently ig- 
nore the rights of Italian residents and deny 
them redress when they complain of the 
abuses inflicted upon them. M. Val Peri, 
proprietor of the Rome Journal in Rio Janeiro, 
claims indemnity of 250,000 lire from the Bra- 
zililan Government, and several others claim 
100,000 lire each, jn view of the prosecution to 
which they have been subjected. Sig. 
Brin has promised to investigate the com- 
plaints. 


FRENCH-CHILIAN TREATY. 

VALPARAISO, Sept. 30.—President Montt has 
sent a message to Congress, calling an extra 
session of that body for the consideration 
among other things of the French-Chillan 
treaty colonization, the sales of nitrate, the 
estimates of 1883, to establish a money stand- 
ard and arrange for a sufficient volume of 
currency toconsider propositions for ean in- 
crease of pay for the army and navy, and to 
reorganize the civil service. 


MEXICAN BUDGET. 

CiTy OF MEXICO, Sept. 30.—Gen. Diaz was 
to-day publicly declared President of the 
Republic for four more years, commencing 
Dec. The Government has granted a con- 
cession to Senor Dorants for a railroad 
through Chiapas. 

It is rumored that two American and three 
English insurance companies intend to with- 
draw from business on account of new laws. 
The Spanish Minister here has advised the 
Mexican Government that Spain admits 
Mexico to the benefits of the most favored 
nation clause. 


DON CARLOS HAS HOPES, 

VIENNA, Sept. 30.—Don Carlos, the Spanish 
pretender, in an interview, said: ‘*No doubt 
after the overthrow of Queen Christiana 
Spain will become RKepublican, but she will 
finally return to Carlist allegiance. I amon 
good terms with ex-Queen Isabella, whomlI 
recently visited, but I cannot giveup my 
rights. Our principles admit of no reconcilia- 
tion. Ihave ordered my adherents to aban- 
don the passive attitude they have hitherto 
maintained against Queen Christiana,’’ 


CHICAGO GAS. 


Asked for to Take Charge of 
the Trust. 

CHICAGO, IIl., Sept. 30.—A demand has been 
finally made for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for the Chicago Gas Trust. in the Cir- 
cuit Court to-day Thomas H. Martin fileda 
lengthy bill against the Chicago Gas-Light & 
Coke Co., the People’s Gas-Light & Coke Co., 
the Consumers’ Gas Co., the Equitable Gas- 
Light & Fuel Co., the Hyde Park Gas Co., the 
Lake Gas Co., the Chicago Gas Co., and the 
Fidelity Insurance Trust & Safe Deposit 
Co, of Philadelphia. The court is asked to 
appoint a receiver for these companies, 
whose duty it shall be to take possession of 
all the assets, franchises and privileges be- 
longing to the various concerns and continue 
to manufacture gas under the direction of 
the court. Also to enjoin the Fidelity In- 
surance Trust & Safe Deposit Co. from acting 
as trustee under contracts executed May 15, 
1887, and March 22, 1890, under which the 
companies were consolidated. 

The bill set forth the organization of the 
Chicago Gas-Light & Coke Co., and that it 
has received subscriptions to the capital 
stock to the amount of $4,984, 200 for which the 
company issued _ stock. The People’s 
Gas - Light Coke @o. recelved sub- 
scriptions for $4,000,000 and issued 
40,000 shares of stock. ‘the Consumers’ Gas 
Trust & Light Co. has a capital of $500,000 
divided into shares of $1,000 each. The capital 
of the Equitable Gas-Light & Fuel Co. is $3,- 
000,000, and thatofthe Hyde Park Gas Co.,

REVOLTING MURDER

Frank Paulsen Chopped to Death With 
. an Ax, 


CHARLES KNOCK ARRESTED ON SsUS- 
PICION OF DOING THE DEED. 


Residence Dynamited by Robbers and Six 
Inmates Injured—Two Ranchmen Slain 
by Mexicans—Parallel to the Charley 
Ross Case—Kilied by Highwaymen— 
Crime News—Brevities. 


NEw YORK, Sept. 80.—Frank Paulsen, aged 
55 years, and a veteran of the war, was found 
dead in his room last night, the victim of a 
most brutal and revolting murder. Charles 
Knock, a former associate of the murdered 
man, who frequently visited him at his 
boarding house, No. 139 Hester street, was 
arrested on suspicion, Heisa tall and pow- 
erful man, whose dress coincides with the 
description given by the murdered man’s 
landlady of aman whom she saw running 
from the house a few minutes before the dis- 
covery of the crime. No motive can be 
ascribed for the act, as none of the murdered 
man’s effects had been disturbed. The crime 
was apparently committed with an ax. 
Paulsen was found dying in his room with 
his head all cut and bruised, and his slayer 


' was seen fleeing from the house at about the 


time the tragedy was discovered inthe attic 
room, In the murdered man’s hand was 
firmly gripped a bunch of auburn hair, which 


ae nenee pulled from his assallant’s 
ead, 

Late last nightthe police arrested a man 
on First street, whowas acting in a suspli- 
cious manner and holdingtwo gold watches 
in his hand. When the officer questioned 
him he pulledan ax from under his coat and 
a lively fight resulted. Assistance being pro- 
cured the man was taken to the Eldridge 
Street Police Station and locked up. This 
morning, from information obtained by the 
police, the man was arraignedand heldona 
charge of murdering Paulsen. He gave his 
name as Frank W. Rohle, a Swede, of 202 
Jefferson street. The police think he is in- 
sane. 

Rohl is a marble polisher. He has been 
fully identified as the man seen running 
away from the scene of the crime, and De- 
sides some jewelry belonging to Paulsen was 
found in his pocket. TheOdfficer who was on 
duty was in First street, near the Bowery, 
when he learned thata man was in various 
saloons trying to sell some jewelry. The man 
carrieda long-handled axe. Theofficer had 
previously heard the details of the mupder, 
and, feeling convinced his man was the mur- 
derer, put him under arrest. The axe was 
brought into use by the murderer to avoid 
arrest, but he was overpowered and taken to 
the station house. He had nochanceto act- 
ually use the weapon on the officer, but the 
struggzie was a desperate one and the arrest 
was only effected with the assistance of other 
officers. The prisonerisa German about 35 
years old. 


KILLED HIS WIFE. 


BRUTAL MURDER COMMITTED ON THE ISLE OF 
MAN. 

LONDON, Sept. 30.—The inhabitants of the 
Isle of Man were recently thrown into a state 
of great excitement by a brutal murder com- 
mitted at Douglas, the principal town of 
the island. The victim was Mrs. Edith 
Anne Cooper, a remarkably pretty woman 
about 25 years oid. She and her hus- 
band, George Barker Cooper, a mer- 
chant of Manchester, arrived in Douglas 
in the latter part of August and took rooms 
atthe Regent House, They had been there 
but a short time, when one nightoneof the 
chambermaids heard the couple quar- 
reling and then she heard a 
slight scream. The chambermaid tes- 
tified that she peered through the key- 
hole in the door of the room occu- 
pied by the Coopers, and saw Mrs. Cooper, 
almost nude, lying onthe floor. Cooper was 
kneeling beside her with a towel In his hand. 
Cooper subsequently leftthe room and no- 
tifled the hotel people that his wife was dead. 
A constable was summoned, and when he en- 
tered the room Hhesaw Mrs, Cooper onthe 
floor dead. 

The policeman saw that the woman had 
been stabbed and he asked Cooper who had 
committed the crime. Cooper replied that 
he did not Know. He added that he had been 
to a bank and when he returned he 
had found his wife in a faint on the 
bed. He placed her onthe moor and poured 
some water on her, but his efforts to resusci- 
tate her wereofnoavalil. Heafterwards said 
that he must go down-stairs and geta drink, 
but the policemen, whose suspicions were 
aroused, told him that he could not 
go out of the room. Cooper exclaimed: 
**T must go,’’ and made for thedoor, but was 
stopped by another officer who had arrived 
in the meantime. Cooper was placed under 
arrest, and as he was led away in custody he 
exclaimed: *‘Oh, my God, oh, my God, let 
me go back and kiss her before I am taken 
away.’’ 


CRIME NEWS. 


RESIDENCE DYNAMITED AND SIX INMATES IN- 
JURED. 


MONTREAL, Sept. 30.—A diabolical murder 
and robbery was attempted at Grand Range, 
three miles from this city, at3 a.m. yester- 
day. Grand Range isan extensive tarm in 
the suburbs, owned by Ferdinand Bigras,a 
wealthy farmer of Laval County. The manor- 
house was occupied by him, his brother Ell, 
his mother, aservantand twochildren. At 
the hour named Bigras was awakened by a 
terrific explosion to find the house crumbling 


about him. He escaped to find ita complete 
ruin. Neighbors, aroused by the explosion, 
came to his assistance and the other mem. 
bers of the family were rescued alive from 
the ruins, none being fatally injured. An 
earthquake was first thought of, but day. 
light showed that the house had been blown 
up with giant powder or dynamite. The 
farmer was currently reported to have a 
large sum of money in the house. 


MURDERED BY MEXICANS. 

Coon 
and Charles Moseley, two prominent ranch- 
men Hving near: St. Heidery, this county, 
were murdered Wednesday by two Mexican 
cowboys named Sixto Flores and Patricio 
Lopez. Coon and Moseley were on their way

the two Mexicans and both shot down and 
robbed of a small amount ofmoney. The 
murderers, immediately after committing 
the crime,started for the Rlo Grande border. 
They were overtaken at Stockade by a posse 
of officers, and both were lodged in jail,

men, and had it not been that the jail was 
well guarded an attempt would have been 
made, Coonand Moseley were very popu- 
lar, and their friends are greatly excitea 
over the assassination.

New York, Sept. 30.—Ex-President Grover 
Cleveland,accompanied by Mr. W. R. Gilder, 
editor ‘of the Century; Mr. Charles fF. 
Chichester and Mr, Daniel F. Griffin arrived 
onthe Fall River boat Pilgrim at 7 o’clock 
this morning. On landing the party was 
driven tothe Victoria Hotel. Callers began 
to arrive early at the hotel and kept coming 
allday. Mostofthe members of the Demo- 
cratic National Campaign Committee are in 
this city, and this afternoon all the State 
Committee will be here. Nearly ali of them 
will see Mr. Cleveland during the day.

FOREIGN MONEY ORDERS, 


A Marked Decrease in the Number Owing 
to the Cholera. 

A pecullar effect of the cholera scare and 
the quarantine regulations is felt in tho 
Money Order Division of the Post-office De- 
partment. The amount of money sent to 
Germany was within tbe past month 
diminished over 50 percent and the number 
of single orders in an even greater ratio, 
While the amounts sent to other countries 
does not show so greata decline the diminu- 
tion is very perceptible. The cause is ascribed 
entirely to the ot te of immigration. 
It has been generally belleved that the 
greater partof the money sent abroad was 
for the sustenance of the relatives of for- 
elgn born citizens of this country, but recent 
developments have shown that nearly all is 
ehh med the purpose of bringing relatives to 
this Country.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. , Sept. 30.—The Trades- 
man’s Review for the quarter beginning July 1 
and ending Sept. 30, 1892, of the new indus- 
tries established inthe the Southern States 
comprising Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North and 


South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia, 
West Virginiaand Florida shows a total of 
507 new industries as against $25 for the cor- 
responding period of 1891 and $82 for the cor- 
responding period of 1890. The aguregate 
shows a falling off of 182 new tndustries as 
compared withthe second quarter of 1892. 
The falling off is accounted for by the 
Tradesman by the unusual stringency in bust- 
ness and industrial circles consequent upon 
the extremely low price of the last cotton 
crop, the full effect of whichis now being 
felt. The Tradesman says there has Deen a 
great scarcity of ready money in the South, a 
prevailing disinclination toembark inanynew 
enterprise or incur any new obitgations and 
the gradual adjustment of values, which 
reached an unnatural expansion during the 
real estate boom five years ago.

Was shown. President Woerheide 
the meeting to order at 10 o’clock, 
though it was to bein session at 9:30 o’clock. 
John A. Watkins of St. Louis and W. E. 
Jamison of Fulton, Mo., were appointed 
assistant secretaries. The President then 
called for the report of the Committee on 
Laws, the most important committee ap- 
pointed by the convention. It iscomposed of 
Messrs. Althouse, Webster, Bergfeld, Clark- 
son and Jamison. The _ first recom- 
mendation of the committee was for 
a law restricting building associations to 
doing business in the county in which they 
are chartered and inthe adjoining counties, 
under a penalty of a fine of from $500 to $1,000 
if they did business outside of the district. 
It was adopted. 

The second recommendation was that all 
matters pertaining to legislation be referred 
to the Legislative Committee. That was 
also adopted. 

The tommittee also recommend thatthe 
convention ask that a law be 
passed allowing building associations 
if provided by their by-laws, to borrow 
money to an amount not exceeding the 
average income from monthly dues, interest 
and premium forone year. The recommen- 
dation: that thejamount tobe borrowed be 
limited to the receipts forone year brought 
ona lively discussion. Some were in favor 
Of the time limit while others argued that an 
association should be allowed to borrow to 
the limtitof its credit. The resolution was 
finally adopted. 

ASK STATE INSPECTION. 

The committee further recommended the 
enactment of such laws as will insurea rigid 
system of State inspection of all building and 
loan associations doing business inthis State, 
whether chartered by this State or any 
other, which inspection shall be madeat 
Jeast annually ana shall cover matters of ex- 
pense s¥ystem, securities and methods of bus- 
iness of the association and shali be made by 
a State officer appointed for that purpose. 
Mr. Fairback suggested that the inspection 
be made semi-annually, but it was thought 
thatas there were 40 associations in the 
State, it would impose an immense task on 
the State. The amendment was lost. Mr. 
Bulock movedjgto amend the resolutioa by 
adding that the State stand the expense of 
inspection. ‘This wasadded and the resolu- 
tion as recommended was passed. 

The recommendation of the committee that 
it favored the reinstatement of the section in 
the laws of 1887 relating to the exemption 
trom taxation of building and loan associa- 
tion shares was carried witha shout as was 
giso the resolution thatthe convention ask 
for the enactment ofaiaw giving specific 
authority forthe transfer ofshares pledged 
tothe association as collateral security for 
a loan subject tothe lien of the association: 

BROUGHT ON A DISCUSSION, 

It was 11 o’clock when the reading clerk 
read -the resolution of the Committee on 
Laws favoring the repealof that portion of 
our present law which provides for the de- 
duction from the free shares of the av- 
erage premium paid by the borrower.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Transactions in Vown Town Business 
Properties—A SuburDan Sale. 

The little old two-story shop buildings on 
the west side of Sixth street, fifty-eight feet 
south of Market, adjoining the drug store 
premises, were sold to-day at an advance of 
$15,000 over what the grantors paid for the 
property last October, It has been less than 
a year since Samuel Simmons and John 
Masuire sold the estate to 8, Van Raalte for 
$25,000, and now he has conveyed it to Joseph 
Flannery for $40,000. When the grant- 
ors bought for $25,000 there was 
a good deal of talk in real 


estate circles about the consideration having 
been an enormous price, as the property is 
very shallow, only 43 feet deep, Dutit hasa 
frontage of 72 feet. Until a year 
ago there was practically no demand 
for property that neighborhood 
largely owing to the class of 
people who lived there, but all this is 
changing with the general business improve- 
ment ofthe business center on which the 
heretofore rejected territory borders. One 
of the first important transactions in that 
vicinity was in July, 1890, when W. 8. Havens 
bought the southwest corner of Sixth and 
Elm streets, premises fronting 28x128, for 
$20,000.

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| NEWS OF THE CHURCHES. 


FEAST OF YOM KIPPUR AND HOW IT 


WILL BE OBSERVED. 


One of the Most) Noted of the Jewish 
Feasts of the Year—Movement to Bring 
About Unity Among Christians—Re- 
ligious News. 


At sundown this evening begins Yom Kip- 
pur, the most solemn religious festival in 
the Jewish year. It is the last of the ten 
penitential days of which the first was Rosh 
La Shona, or New Year’s Day, celebrated a 
week ago yesterday. Yom Kippur signifies 


the day of atonement or repentance and Is 


set apart at the very birthof the new cycle 
as a time when every faithful Jew the world 
over abstracts himself from everything 
worldly and holds converse with Jehovah. 
From sundown thisevening until the same 
time to-morrow evening no Jews, unless 
specially exempt, willeat or drink. All day 
to-morrow will be spent in the temple in 
prayer. Fasting, abstinence from all 
wordly enjoyments and self-humiliation, in- 
tended to bring a man back to himself and to 
God, are the characteristics of the Day of 
Atonement. This doctrine of the Hebrews is 
one of the essential differences between the 
Mosaic and Paulinian or Christian conception 
of the relation between Godand man. The 
former believes thatthere is no mediator be- 
tween God and man, and hence every son of 
Juda humbles himself before the great 
Jehovah and tries to set himself right. Yom 
Kippur isa prolonged religious ceremony, 
but the festival is divided into several sec- 
tions, a strict continuity being observed be- 
tweenthem. The firstisthe service of this 
evening, called Kol Nidre. The feature of 
this part is the beautiful music, which Is 
very much like the solemn Gregorian 
chants, The first section of to.morrow’s de- 
votion is called Schacharith, and is the open- 
ing prayer of the day. Then follows the 
memorial services, the most sublime and im- 
pressiye of all. The rabbi reads selections 
from the great Hebrew writers of the past 
2,000 years touching the immortality of the 
soul, 4nd the worshippers are exhorted to re- 
flect upon the ideas conveyed. Then they re- 
call to mind their departed relatives, and fix 
their thoughts upon the dead. 
whole resembies the regular 

of the Roman Catholic Church, 

is very solemn and affecting. 
The other sections of the day’s services are 
termed Mussof, whichis the noonday prayer; 
the Mincha, orthe afternoon devotions, and 
the N’Kelah, that is, the closing services. 
Each section of the day’s devotionsgis in tmi- 
tation of some particular kind of the offer- 
ings made at the Temple of Jerusalem in 
olden times. Many quaint customs are ob- 
served by old and strictly orthodox Jews at 
this festivaltime. For instance they will go 
tothe water sideand repeatthe scriptural 
words ofthe fprophet Micah; ‘*Who Is like 
unto thee, a God pardoning iniquity,’’ etc. 
This sermonis called Tashileh or casting 
away. Like others similar toit, it is not 
much observed. Inthe middle ages, this 
pious practice was made a weapon Of perse- 
cution of the Jews, who were falsely ac- 
cused of poisoning the water. Intelligent 
Hebrews say that it wasat best a harmiess 
superstition which should have 
been abandoned When misinterpreted. 
Another custom,commonly practiced on New 
Year’s Kve, istotake, when about to dine, 
a piece of apple dipped in honey, and adding 
tothe usual supplication before meals, the 
words: ‘‘\iay it be thy gracious will, O, 
Lord, our God, to renew unto us a sweet and 
felicitous year.’’ 

The hours of Yom Kippur services in-the 
Various temples are as follows: Shaare 
Kimeth temple, this evening. at 
7 o’clock, to-morrow morning a 
9o’clock; United Hebrew, this eveningvat 
60’clock, to-morrow morning at 90’clocK; 
Temple Israel, this evening at 70’clock, to- 
morrow morning at 10:30 o’clock; B’gal-El, 
this evening at 6 o’clock, to-morrow iWorning 
at 9 o’clock; B’nai Amoona and all other 
orthodox congregations, this evening at 5:80 
o’clock, to-morrow morning at 6o’clock. 

The Jewish year, of which Yom Kippur fs 
one of the Inaugural feast days, and which 
began last Thursday, is of slightly varying 
length, The perfect year has 355 days, the 
common year 354, the imperfect 3853. There 
jis also the embolismic year formed by an iIn- 
tercalsey month called Veador, which fol- 
lows the last month of the ordinary year. 
This additional month intervenes when it Is 
necessary to bring the Passover: within its 
proper season, whichis while the sun is in 
the sign Arles at the first full moon after the 
vernal equinox. The regular months are 
twelve in number and occur in the following 
order: Nisson, Ezor, Sivoon , Tommoz, Av, 
Ellool, Tishree, Heshvan, Kisline, Tivice, 
Shervot and Adar. P

The shameless insolence of arrogant plu- 
tocracy is displayed in the sneering taunt 
ofthe Republicans that the Democratic 
National Committee has little money to 
expend in the campaign and that the out- 
look is therefore gloomy. 

It is true thatthe Democratic party is 
poor. It isa party of plain people who are 
not. reimbyrsed for campaign contribu- 
tions by taxation and bounty privileges.

MAJ. WARNER ON LABOR. 


Maj. Warner’s speech on labor is astring 
of good wishes. He would make every 
workingman a capitalist if he only had the 
power. He would prevent all accidents to 
railway employes. He would provide 
every boy and girl a college education and 
a startin life. He would make everything 
pleasant and agreeable and eliminate sin 
and suffering from this wicked world. He 
would doall these and several other nice 
things if he could. His good intentions 
are large and charitable; and they are 
numerous enough to pavea large part of 
Hades. 

Maj. Warner is a. friend of organized 
labor. He thinks arbitration should be 
resorted to to compose quarrels between 
organized labor and organized capital. 
But what would he do to prevent quarrels? 
He does not suggest the abolition of any of 
the privileges through which capital is 
enabled to squeeze labor. He would not 
be loyal to the gentlemen who. are ‘‘put- 
ting up’’ for him if he suggested anything 
like that. No; the power to squeeze isa 
vested right and mustn’t be interfered 
with, but capital is exhorted to be tender 
and not squeeze too hard all at one time. 

And what of the man who is not a 
laborer and not a member of a labor or- 
ganization? Is there no room for him in 
the Major’s comprehensive philanthropy? 
Surplus labor is never organized and it is 
always on handto spoil any little scheme 
of arbitration, as recent experience in 
Pennsylvania and Ruffalo proves. 

Maj. Warner believes that ‘*the laborer 
is worthy of hishire.’’ (This is true, but 
not new.) ‘‘I hold that foran honest 
day’s labor the wage-earner should receive 
compensation sufficient in amount, not 
only to support himself and wife, but also 
to feed, clothe and school those whom God 
hath given him.’’ This is excellent, but 
who is 40 determine the amount? And, 
once determined, will the Board of Arbi- 
tration order an increase of wages when- 
ever the coal trust marks up the price of 
anthracite and the protected manufactur- 
érs of blankets add §2 to the cost of 
warmth? 

The Major is opposed to convict compe- 
tition with honest labor, but he does not 
say how convicts can be employed without 
competing in some way with free Jabor. 
If they are kept idle, free labor will have 
employment making them clothes and pro- 
ducing food forthem. If they make their 
own clothes and produce their own food 
free labor will feel their competition tnat 
far. What has Maj. Warner to offer on 
this? 

What has he to offer on anything? There 
is nota single definite proposal from end 
to end of this speech, which seems to have 
been delivered while the candidate was in 
a maudlin state of sentimentality. It is 
not enough to affirm the duties of the

Up to this week Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Zachritz was making 
a campaign for renomination, believing 
that Circuit Attorney Clover wanted only a 
renomination also, but be has just been told 
by the Circuit Attorney that he will take the 
nomination for the Judgeship, if i 
is. given to him, and that 
changed Mr. Zachritz’s plans. To-day, 
accordingly, he began bis campaign for the 
Circuit Attorneyship, and to the eyes of 
people who had been watching the situation, 
this seemed tosifpupthe pegs so that Mr. 
Gurney would get a place on the ticket.

Both Cobb and Church Confident. 


Congressman Seth W. Cobb was up to bis 
ears in business this morning meeting his 
workers and getting things in shape for 
Monday’s primary election, which will de- 
termine whether the Congressional Com- 
mittee is supreme in making nominations. 
The Congressional Committee has issued its 
ukase that Cobb must be beaten and delega- 
tions elected to nominate Church.

If Butler wants it 
to go for Cobb the impression is that he will 
win, but leaders up there declare he does not 
want it that way. 

Both sides are to-day claiming everything. 
In the Second Ward a bitter ight will charac- 
terize the primary. Justice of the Peace 
James McCaffrey, who has lived !n the ward 
all his life, is managing Cobb’s 
interests while ‘‘Kid’’ Sheridan, the 
Congressional Committeeman, is running 
things tor Chureb.

An Attempt to Make Out @ Case of Self

to-day in the trial of Edmund T. Andrews 
forthe murder of Sherman Williamson Aa 
Fisher’s livery stable on Olive street r 
Garrison avenue on the night of April 30. 
The last witness for the State yesterday was 
Mrs. Mary Orthman of 1307 South Broadway. 


past fall she Myed on Marion street near 
roadway, and rented one of her rooms to 
Mr. and Mrs. Sherman Williamson, and An- 
Grews boarded with them, sleeping there in 
the daytime and going out to work in 
theeyening. Mrs. Orthman noticed two or 
three times that Mrs. Willlamson and her 
boarder were altogether toointimate and she 
complained to Mrs. Williamson about it.

The message was taken out tothe attorne 
and, in a few seconds, the trial was resumed. 

Mr. McDonald made his opening statement 
to the jury, telling what he expected to 
prove, He would show that Willlam- 
son had followed Andrews around and 
had threatened him. for some time 
revious tothe shooting, that he was a very 
arge man, over six feet tall,a great deal 
larger than the defendant, and the troubie 
between them grew outof the fact that An- 
drews had told Mr. Fisher that he could find 
amissing umbrella at Williamson’s house.

Improved Tone in Pig Iron Market— 
V estern Mills Crowded. 

CLEVELAND, O, Sept. 30.—The Jron Trade 
Review Commenting onthe iron market for 
the week s&ys: ‘‘Putting it briefly, the sit- 
uationasto iron isanimproved tone in the 
pig iron market, without any transactions of 
note at advanced prices; in manufactured 


iron and steel a firmer attitude. accom- 
panied here and there by prices from $1 to §2 
a ton higher than ruled inthe past two 
months, Inthe East thereisa slackening 
of the pace maintained through the Western 
shut downs; demand Is fair, but prices are 
irregular, with no gatnin firmness. In the 
West mills are crowded with accumulated 
work, and there issuch a steady supply of 
hew orders thatit will be weeks,in some cases 
two or three months, before the books can be 
Cleaned up.

LBuyers will®ot contract 
largely at the 25 cents advance, which Soutn- 
ern ironmakers have made on the strength 
ofthe September furnace figures, but the 
plentiful supply of small orders indicates that 
@ good many miiland foundry stocks of plg 
are running low, and that it only remains for 
buyers to be fully convinced that bottom has 
been touched to bring them to the 
front with large requirements. Furnace 
men count on the October report. of 
stocks to do the convincing, but there 
were a good many resumptions in the last 
days of August and other furnaces have gone 
in biast in September, while banking and 
blowing Out has not been much ofa feature
